Danger From Abroad Is Country's Biggest 


Issue, President Warns Congress 


(By Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—President Roosevelt told con­ 
gress today the United States faced an unprecedented “for­ 
eign peril” and demanded a “swift and driving increase in 
our armaments,” both for defense and the use of fighting 
“democracies” abroad. 
“The need of the moment,” Mr. Roosevelt said in his 
annual message on the state of the union, “is that our actions 
and our policy should be devoted primarily—almost exclu­ 
sively—to meeting this foreign peril. For all our domestic 
problems are now a part of the great emergency.” 
Appearing before a joint session of house and senate in 
the great house chamber, the chief executive said he would 
ask congress for “greatly increased new appropriations” to 
carry on the defense program and recommended that “a 
greater portion of this great defense program be paid for 
from taxation than we are paying today.”
